Roberts, 

the pilot of the Unioni+ts, was killed and 


FIFTEENTH AWEND MENT. 


What States Have Adopted and 
What have Rejected It. 


Incorrect and incompiete lists have 
been published of the States which have 
acted upon tbe proposed, Fifiteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution. The 
follewing statement has been carefully 
prepared, and ie bslieved to be eontrect: 
Kansas ratified the amendment Februa- 
ry 27; Louisiana and Nevada, March 1; 


Missouri, March2; West Virginia, 
Mareh 3; North. Carolina, 
Michigan and Wisconsin, March 5; 


Maine and South Carolina, March 11; 
Massachusetts, March 12; Arkansas, 
March 15; and Pennsylvania, March 25. 
The Assembly of New York ratified the 
amendment March 17; it is yet to be 
acted upon by the Senate. The Legisla- 
tures of Miesouri, Kansas and Nevada, 
in their haste fo act upon the amend- 
ment previous to adjournment, raitfied a 
telegraphic report of it, and, as there 
were errors in that copy, their action is 
declared to be theomplete. Thia being 
the case, the Legislatures of those States 
must again act upon the amendment at 
their next seesion.. 

The Legislatures of Georgia and Dela- 
ware, on the 18: of March rejected reso. 
lutions ratifying the amendment. The 
Legislature of Rhode Island postponed 
its consideration until May. Several 
Democratic members of the Indiana 
Legislature resigned their seats in that 
body to prevent, through lack of a quo- 
rum, the ratification of the amendment. 


ANOTHER WONDER. 


Prof. Gardiner’s Self-Lighting

-By turning on the gas 
cock of any public building ten thousand 
gas-burners will spring into lightin a 
second oftime. Hundreds have. within 
a few days visited the rooms of Mr. Gar- 
diner at the Capicol, and witnessed this 
wonderful invention.

UNION PACIFIC RAILROAD LITIGATION. 


NEw YORK, April 5 —In the case of 
Fisk against the Union Pacific Railroad, 
an affidavit was filed in the Supreme 
Court, to-day, by Oakes Ames, a stcck- 
holder, and Thomas C. Durant, John B. 
Ally, Sidney Dillon and Corneiius 5S. 
Bushnell, Directors of the Company, 
which states that during the progress of 
the work, acontract for construction was 
made, which was not to be binding un- 
leas approved by the stockholders; that 
Fisk afterwards pufchased six sliares of 
stock from a party who had assented to 
the contract, receivicg a certificate for 
the eame, upon which is indorsed an ex- 
press ratification of ali acts of which he 
now complains, and that he is, therefore, 
estopped from making any euch com- 
plaint; that said Fisk has no other stock 
ia the company ; that bis pretended sub- 
scriptidn to the company was invalid, 
and that it was made without apy ioten- 
tien of becomiug # bona fide stockho!d- 
er; that, if valid, the stocks belung to 
other parties, who employed bim, asa 
broker, (o tender the supscription ; that 
he never used of rieked a dollar of bis 
own money; that he bas at various times 
since the gommencement of this spit dis- 
tinetly stated to Mesgars. Dillon, attorney, 
and Bushnell that the subsoription was 
made by him for others and not for his 
own benefit, byt as certain cffisers and 
diregturs of the Compauy refyaed tc psy 
him $3200 for services, counsel fees, ete,, 
he brougat suit for damages and was de-. 
termined to make the compavy pay bin 
$75 009 or $100,000 to settie his claim. 
He said furtier in July iest to Mr. Bush- 
gel}, that papers were made out and 
signed by the Judge for the appointment 
of a receiver, and that sych receiver 
would be appuinied on the following day. 
The directors, fearfyi thie threat would 
be carried ou‘, and Knowing that at the 
time the company tad property to the 
amount of mafy millious in New York, 
which, if taken possession of by a re- 
ceiver, without notice, would have put 
aD end temporarily to work, determined 
to repove what (bey could out of the ju- 
risdigtion of the Court. Fue deponepts 
deny the allegations of Pick aod others 
as to fraudulent contracts with the 
(Credit Moblier, and explain these Gon- 
traets, gyerring that they were jast and 
equitable, ang more favorabie to the 
stockboiders than coyld have been made 
with other parties. The Gregit Moblier 
has paid but two dividends of six per 
cent. each, in some cases where the gov- 
erpmeut cubsidy was $32,000 per mile.

Plan for the Reorganization of 
the Special Agency Serv ice, 


“A plan for the reorganization @f the 
Special Agent service in the Pow fiice 
Department is under consideration by 
Postmaster General Cresswell, which di- 
vides the agents into three classes, as 
follows: Firet—Al!l the railway service 
to be consolidated into a Bureau, the 
agents of which are to be designated as 
Superintendents of Railway Postal ser- 
vice. Second—A limited number of I[a- 
spectors, whose only duty shall be the 
examination of tha accounts of -Post- 
masters. Third—The agents who are 
to be known Detectives, whose sole 
business shall be performed ia the Dep- 
redation Bureau, in detecting robberies, 
frauds,etc. Heretofore the Special Agenis 


these duties as occasion required, hold- 
ing themselves subject to the orders of 
the Postmaster General for any duty 
embraced in the above division. 


THE SCHOOL FUND. 


Mission of the Siate Treasurer 
to Washington. 


Mr. Rust, State Treasurer, left Nash 
villeon Monday evening for Washing- 
ton, on a mission of which tbe object is 
explained in the followiog section of the 
General Appropriation bil), passed at the 
last session of the Legislature: 

SECTION 29. Be it further enacted, 
That the Treasurer of the State be and 
‘he is hereby empowered and authorized 
uoder the advice of the Attorney- 
General of the State, to receive from the 
Comptroller of the Currency the assets 
of the Tennessee Nationa! Bank at Mem- 
phis, now in the bauds of the rece'!ver 
appointed by the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, the said assets, consisting of cash, 
bills and notes, receivable bonds, and 
all other assets belonging to or 
in the ion of said receiver or 
his attorneys. And it shall be the duty 
of the Trea-urer of the S:ate to proceed

Vindicated.

A Skeich ef the Proceedings. 


It will be remembered that among the 
mapy citizens whom the minions. of 
(iov. Clayton, (pretending to #ct under 
the sanctions and within the limits of 
martial law, butin fact rising no higher 
in the sesle of legitimate authority than 
any other armed band of ruffians,) ar- 
rested, Wes a young man by -the veme 
of Grafton Cramp. The valiant militia, 
under the command of Coli. E. M. Main, 
oreenize? a military commission for the 
ceuviction of the prisoner. Tais pro- 
cecding excited justly the fears of his 
friends and aroused on his behalf the 
yenoral sympathy of the community. 
He was allowed, ase special boon, on’ 
the urgent solicitation of his friends, the 
benefit of counsel. The court was con 
posed cf two ignorant Gerntans, as in- 
seneible to justice as they were stolid in 
mind, and our quondsam Yankee bully, 
the eom-what notorious Capt. Haynes. 
The Judge Advocate, one Capt. Cook, 
gave, in his intelligeut and kindly fea 
Lures, some hope that, so far as he war 
concerned, aiair and legal trial should 
be accorded the accured. There wae, 
however, by some hocus-pocus, nui 
at the request (we believe) of the 
Judge Acdivucate, assigned to him as ad- 
Visiug counsel,oue Capt. DeWitt Stearns, 
by a fiction of mulitary jurisprudence, 
suppored to be learned iu the law—the 
precise extent of which learning he 
very speedily manifested. After an 
awkward attempt at the inavugtration of 
the court, according to the solemn forms 
and military precision usual among rep- 
utable and honorable soldiers, (wiich, 
however, would have excited tbe ridi- 
cule of regularly bred officers as a most 
farcieal imitation,) the august tribunal 
announced itself ready for business. {[n- 
deed, the whole thing would have been 
most comical if ‘® buman life had not 
been at stake. The counsel for the ac- 
cused at once interposed a plea to the 
jurisdiction ef the court. Tois produced 
an sdjourment for that day. The next 
day the counsel of the Judge Advocats, 
learned in the law, the said Capt. D>- 
Witt Stearns, read to the court a written 
argument agsinet the plea, in which he 
quoted the déhverances of the military 
copomission tbat tried Mrs. Surratt, as 
controliog authority, and contended that 
a plea to the jurisdiction of a military 
commission wasan insult to the court. 
The counsel for the prisoner was not, 
however, stunned by these novel views 
of the counsel learned in the law, and 
insisted on the plea, and demanded in 
writing, on behalfof the prisoner, that 
the Judge Advocate should deliver to the 
cuurt, when it clesed for deliberation, 
his opinion in writing as to the validity
